carentia entitatis debits; For we may as rationally attempt to fill a Glals- 
bottle with vertue, as the heart of Man with wealth; it being GOD alone 
who made it, who can fill it, becauſe He 1s infinite, tor nothing leſs can fa- 
tishe it's infinite Defires.

Who then 
ca! Joubt of Sercca's Applaule of 1t% fince he ſo often approves that Maxime of 
Eprcrss, though himielt had not the good luck to retire in time from 
the Inhurnarity ot a moſt ingrate Pupil; he allo magnilyes ihat freedom of 
Diogenes 5 Ariſtotle dines when Alexander pleaſes, but Diogenes armes when 
Diogenes pleaſeth. 

There 1s al.o to this purpoſe a celebrated Expreſsion-of the Emperor Tra- 
jan, Thatit a Man ſaw the Cares and tears, wherewith the Crowns of this 
World are lined within, ſuppoſe one of them were lying at his foot, for all 
the outward *plendour of it, he would not be at the pairs to ſtoop down 
and take it np; And that rhis1s not a meer po.itick Fetch of great Men, to 
(hun the envy of the World ( as ſome imagine ) may be ealily confuted by 
Experience; For during the Saxor Heptarchy, many Princes in Britain 
abandoned their Thrones, that they might enjoy GOD and themſelves 
the more in a private Life, and in a Monaſtick Cell. This Charity 1s due 
alſo to Chriſtian Emperors, ſuch as Charles the Vi/h. Butl am ſureit was 
not our holy Religion which was Diocle/ian's Prompter, and yet to enjoy 
himl(elt in his Gardens at Selore in Dalmatia, he willingly reſigned the Ro- 
man Scepter. Not to ipeak of that cruel Sy//a, who by a voluntary Refig- 
nation of his perpetual Di@atorſhip did no leis, long before him. _

But he ſhould have conſidered that they Sin a- 
gainſt Nature who ſpurn at the Means, when they are in a Capacity to uſe 
them, it being a true Maxime of the Caſwiſts, That the means are ours, but the 
event is Gods; for I have known ſome good Chriſtians that were ſo weary of 
the Fable of this World (as Epiphanixs uſually ſaid ) and had fo little Kind- 
neſs for this natural Life, yea were ſo deſirous Tobe diſſolved, and to be with 
Chriſt, that it their Conſciences had not commanded them to uſe the Means, 
they would have rather choſen to have dyed more than once ( if it had been 
boſtible) than to have endured the Fatigue of medicinal Applications; which 
minds Me of the famous Conſul Marizs, who being both pained and deform- 
ed in hislegs with that Diſtemper that Phyſicians term Yarices, He having (to 
all outward Appearance) ſuffered moſt patiently the Lanceing and Cutting 


of one of them, when the Syrgcor addrefled to the other, He told Him that 
theſe Incifions and Amputations were not worth the while, and ſince Death 
was the worſt of it, He would chooſe rather to die, than undergo ſo much 
Trouble again. | 

Yea more than fo, if all true Chrii/;answere not convinced that the Lord 
of Life, hath fixed Us here away as a Sentinel, at a poſt, who muſt not re-

-- How admirable was the preſervation of Theramenes, oneof the 30 Tyrants 
at Athens, for being call d but for one word to be ſpoken to a Friend ar the 
Gate, in the midiſt of a great feaſt, he wasſcarce wel over the threſhold, when 
the houſe fell, and ſmothred allthe reft of the Guefts ; But when his Friends 
flocked about him to congratulate with Him as a Darling of Heaver 3 he 
anſwered verie modeſtly, Neſcitis O Amici, ad que Fata Dij me reſervarunt : 
Neither was he diſappointed of his feares, for within few dayes he was tortur- 
ed to death by his cruell Aſſociats, whoſe tyrannie he thought to have diſſolved 
by reſtoring the antient liberty to his People 3 but his good deſigne was thus 
diſappointed, providence having reſerved that Glorious work for another 
patriot named Thraſybulus, , 

The next inſtance is more wonderfull, both as to the preſeryation-and de- 

ſtruction- of the perſon concerned, who could not be taxed with any Immo- 
rality, becauſe he was not come to the years of diſcretion 3 and that was the 
grandchild of that famous Saracer Prince named Almanſor,whom not one that 
ever reigned in this world, exceded for morality, if we believe S.Walter Raleigh 
in the Hiſtorie of his life, which that judicious Hiſtorian ſays that He com- 
pyled out of two verie antient Arebiar Manuſcripts : This renowned grand- 
tather, recommended the intant ſuccefſour to the Tuition of one that he judged 
a verie truſty friend and ſervant ; but the old villain, having a deſigne upon 
that great Empire for himſelf, thought to have diſpatched His Pupill moſt 
ſubtily by a moſt gorgeous coat that he had tinftured inwardly with Poy/o-r;, 
which had certainly taken effe&t, had it not been for a dream of the mother 
of this young Prince, who was ſo fond of that ſplendid Veſture, that He 
was juſt ready ro put it 6n, when ſhe made a ſhift toput it upon another by 
whoſe death the Treaſox was diſcovered; but tho' the Prince was wonderfully 
preſerved at this time ; Yet within few dayes the infant lying in his bed in good 
Health, there deſcendeda Sprder, one morning, from the Top of it, and did 
bite his Lipp,which ſo inflamed,that it produced a Feaver, and a ſpeedy Death; 
and with Him ended the Glorie of the Saracex Empire, which was then at the 
Height : By an exact Geographical Computation it will be found that there 
was never anie Monarchyin the World preferable to it for Vaſtne(s of Do- 
minion, no noc the Roxwar in the days of Auguſtzsz For they had a con(1- 
derable Intereſt in Exrope (belidethe Continent of Spain )) a farr greater Por- 
tion of Africa than ever the Romans had, and the whole Kingdom of Perſia, 
which the Romans never ſubdued. 

The former Inſtance verifies that of the H. Scripture, that GOD's Judge- 
ments are a very great Depth, tho'always juſt ; but there 1s no man who hath 
the Ute of Realon, -but will be ready to juſtifie the Judgement of God in the 
ſ\uccerding ſtory,which concerns a wicked Robber and Murderer jn Fravce 3 
This viſlanous V-1'*-» havirs bereaved _ Innocents of thewr Lives, mo 
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aſleepone Summers Night, at the Foot of an old Wall, when He dreamed, 
that a reverend Old Man came to Him, and bid Himinſtantly remove fromthe 
Place, otherways the ruinous old wall would fall on Him, which He had no 
ſooner done,than the wal did fall;but the1mpious wretch was fo far from mak- 
ing a goodule of that wonderfull mercie, that He did blaſphemoully imagine 
that the infinite Juſtice did approve his wicked Courſes, ſs that He went a- 
bout His old Trade, and the very next Night murdered a Man ; then tailing 
aſleep, tho' not under a wall, He dreamed again that his old Monitor came to 
him, and faid to him, Ah you angrate wicked Wretch, 1s this the thank You 
give GOD Almighty for your late wonderful Deliverance, to return again to 
that inhumane trade oft murdering. of men made after rhe Image of GOD! 
But now know for your terrour, that it was eut of no kindneſs to You, tiuat 
I warned You of Your danger,but that your preſervation might be a relerva- 
tion te a greater Judgment, even an ignominious Death before the World, 
which within fewHours wil be inflicted upen You; This profligat Villain was
